More Retrencement. 

Beginning tomorrow, the law regu- 
lating the working hours 'of railroad 
employes will go into effect, and the 
officials are planning some method to 
meet, the new revjuirements. 

According to the law the men will 
not be allowed to work over sixteen 
hours a day, and must have a rest 
period of ten hours before they can be 
put to work again. This will require 
a few extra crews to take out the 
, trains when the regular crew has com- 
pleted its work. 

The new ruling will probably work a 
hardship on the men when they are un- 
expectedly detained, ^s they will be 
compelled to remain where they com- 
plete their sixteen hours labor until 
they have rested the'required time.

of law which permitted nationai banks | 
to send too great a proportion of their 
reserves to reserve cities to be loaned 
-at interest. 

It was urged by Senator McCreary 
that Congress should pass a currency 
bill containing these features: 

Requiring national banks to keep 
two-thirds of their reserves in their 
own vaults; providing for the distri- 
bution of emergency circulation among 
the States in proportion to their popu- j 
lation ; requiring national banks to 
pay 2 per cent, interest on government 
deposits, and setting aside their inter- 
est as a fund for the guaranty of de- 
posits. 

He was not in favor at this time of 
revising the entire monetary system 
of the United States He was not in 
favor of the Fowler bill, which he re- 
garded as too great a revision of the 
monetary system. 

“Ti e expedient resorted to by the 
Secretary of the Treasury,” he said, 
“by institutions anjl individuals, to in- j 
crease the volume of currency in the ! 
panic of 1907 suggests legislation to 
authorize additional notes t«i be used in 
emergencies. I believe that the 
authorized issue sheuid be United 
States notes instead of national bank 
; notes.” 

i Mr. McCreary said he was in favor 
of a bond secured currency with an in- 
terest charge sufficiently high to com- 
pel the retirement of such issue after 
the emergency had passed. He be- 
lieved that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury should deposit this emergency cur- 
rency in government depositories and 
in State and savings banks when the 
business conditions require it, the ; 
money to be apportioned among the 
several States in accordance with thbir 
•population. 

The whole amount he proposed, 
$500,000,000, might be so deposited, or 
any part of it. He declared that if it 
should be said this puts the govern- ; 
ment in the banking business the reply | 
was that the government is now in 
that business. 

The Fowler bill was adopted in com- 
mittee in practically the form in which 
it was introduced, and, as a result of 
weeks of public hearing and considera- j 
tion in executive session, several of 
the thirty-nine sections of the bill were | 
amended by committee vote, but r.o 
changes of substantial character were 
made. 

The Democratic members of the j 
committee will, of course, submit a 
minority report, which may recom- 
mend the passage of the hill introduced 
some weeks ago by John Shafp Wil- • 
liams, the minority leader. 

The Fowler bill provides for the re- i 
tirement of all outstanding bond-secur- ! 
ed currency and the issuance in sub- 
stitution of. a currency based on the 
assets of the nationai banks— that is, a 
gold-secured currency. One of its 
chief features is a provision for a fed- 
eral guaranty of national bank de- . 
posits.

He will be invited to show 
the committee his tobacco beds, and 
after the committee has seen them 
they will announce to the sur; risej 
grower that they came to destroy hi* 
plants The committee will give him 
to understand that they mean business 
and wiil put a hoe into his hjinds and 
compel him to destroy his^own tobacco 
plants, while they stand.by and watch 
the work of destruction." 

“After the plants are destroyed in 
this manner the committee wiii [otTer 
to -pay the grower for his loss, but if 
he declines to accept the offer of cash 
for his devastated plant beds he will 
be told to seek redress for damages in 
the court. If he does this the jury be- 
fore which his case is tried will be an 
Equity jury, or composed largely of 
Equity growers, and he will get only I 
an equitable and just compensation.! 
Our point wiil be gained and no tobac- 
co crop will be raised by that grower.”
